Acriaele, Sicily , M ay 9 .— At least 
100 persons were killed and as many 
injured as a result of a terrific earth­ 
quake that shook a score of towns 
and v illages in this region last night. 


Reports of dead and injured pour­ 
ed in on the authorities here today . 
Two tow ns with a 
population 
of 
1,000 or more and sev eral small v ill­ 
ages were destroy ed. 


This town is well built and ev ery 
road leading here w as choked today 
with refugees. 


Mt. Etna, which showed signs of 
an eruption about two weeks ago, 
was still activ e today . 


in ev ery v illage at the base of the 
fam ous old mountain the streets were 
jammed with men, women and child­ 
ren rushing for the open country . 
Women ran scream ing from the tot­ 
tering walls. 
All those v ho escaped 
did so by reaching the fie his. 
The 
first quake was felt at six o’clock 
Friday ev ening. 
Fiv e hundred soldiers arriv ed lier£ 
today . 
This is the center of the 
piake zone. 
Red Cross tents 
were 
erected and a hospital center estab- 
ished. 
Destruction of railroads de- 
ay ed arriv al of refugees. 
With Mt. Etna rumbling and em- 
m itting great clouds of 
smoke this 
ifternoon, terror-stricken 
refugees 
of v illages and tow ns feared than an 
eruption of the v olcano would fol- 
ow the earthquake. 
Thousands of soldier- and police 
were engaged in remov ing The dead 
;nd injured 
from 
fourteen thickly 
populated v illages at the base of Mt. 
Stna which were either partially or 
whollv destroy ed.

Part of Neglect— Point Where 


Politics Should be Humanized 


(By United Press.) 
Memphis, 
Tenn., 
May 
9. -The 
most important and, strange to say, 
the most neglected unit in the daily 
life and gov ernment of the people 
of the United States, is the county, 
according to the v iew presented to 
the national conference of charities 
and corrections today b y Professor 
Graham Taylor, of Chicago Univ er­ 
sity, president of the conference. 
The county, Prof. Taylor said, is 
the center of more gov ernmental act­ 
iv ities and human serv ice than of 
any other seat of gov ennent; in fact 
it is the “rural capitol of the great 
majority 
of the American people.” 
But in 
proportion of the 
eountys 
importance and responib ility, Taylor 
asserted that the county suffers from 
its citizens’ neglect and consequent 
inefficiency in administration. 
“This neglect,” said Dr. Taylor, is 
ev ident in tlie faulty records and ac­ 
counts, 
in the 
neglect of 
pub lic 
health in b ad conditions in county 
jails and almshouses, in the extor­ 
tionate expense of the sheriff’s and 
and prosecuting attorney’s 
offices, 
and the irresponsib le county treas­ 
urer si lips. Counties (litTe»* so in area, 
in population and in their interests 
that their gov ernments and tlie man­ 
agement of their affairs hav e b een 
standardized 
Each county and al­ 
most ev ery office is a law to itself. 
Legislation has either ignored- tlio 
county, leav ing its form and methods 
to he 
outgrown 
and 
to 
restrict 
growth 
or has sti.ll more confused 
its affairs b y a patch-work of laws, 
making good gov ernment impossib le. 
“The resulting confusion and con­ 
flict, duplication and waste prev ail­ 
ing in county gov ernment hav e no 
where b een more effectiv ely exposed 
than b y the Chicago Bureau of Pub ­ 
lic Efficiency in its report of llie 
Nineteen Local Gov ernments in Chic­ 
ago and the 300 taxing b odies within 
the county. 
The whole situation is 
tellingly told in the cartoon pictur­ 
ing the b ewildered v oter trying to 
choose 
officials for 
114 
different 
electiv e positions. His plight, which 
seems to b e ab out a> b ad us it could 
b e, is made worse, howev er, b y the 
partisan politics centering at ev ery 
county seat.” 
Dr. Taylor quoted tlie 1910 census 
which showed that fiv e sixths of the 
2,952 counties reported, were rural, 
only 115 hav ing 
an urb an popula­ 
tion of from 50,000 to 500,000, and 
great cities hav ing ov er half a mil­ 
lion population b eing situated in only 
eight counties. 
“The county is also our most pre­ 
v alent- political unit,” continued Dr. 
Taylor. It permeates our whole legi­ 
slativ e, judicial and administrativ e 
organization and b eing the center of 
party activ ities, which through the 
“county central committee,” potent­ 
ly influences the 
nomination 
and 
election of officials as well as party 
policies.

of b oth the state and the town in 
registering b u sin ess records and v i­ 
tal statistics, preserv ing order and 
doing justice, protecting life, opening 
and maintaining highways. To fulfill 
these fundamental gov ernment func­ 
tions and the still more humanitarian 
serv ice the countv gov ernment costs 
the people of 
the 
United 
States 
$300,000,000 a year to maintain.” 
“The contracts let b v county of­ 
ficials, and far more the fee-incomes 
of some 
of them, 
which in 
some 
counties exceed the salary of the 
President of the United States, are 
trib utary to the treasury of the dom­ 
inant party, supplying its campaign 
with the sinews of war. 
In country 
counties, as well as in those which 
include great 
cities 
b oth farmers 
and b usiness men say. “What’s the 
use of farmers taking time for poli­ 
tics when the whole thing is run b v 
political b osses anyway,” and “Poli­ 
tics is no b usiness for an honest 
man.” 


“Two ways of dealing with 
the 
county arc appearing in 
politics. 
One is to ab olish the county gov ern­ 
ment b y transferring its function to 
the state and town, and the duties 
of county officials to state and town 
offices. 
But the county is to deeply 
rooted in the American systems of 
gov ernment, judiciary and party or­ 
ganization to b e ab olished. 
So the 
other 
tendency is to 
reconstitute 
county 
gov ernments b y 
home-rulc 
charters. 
Where counties are thus 
giv en the right to rule themselv es, 
some of them hav e adopted the com­ 
mission form of gov ernment for the 
sake of the short b allot and the plac­ 
ing the responib ility more definitely 
upon fewer officials. 
“The county may well he taken a 
the point at which polities should b e 
humanized, local gov ernment should 
not b elong to parties b ut to the peo­ 
ple, and should he made to include 
whatev er concerns man as a social 
b eing. 
It will yet appeal to its citi­ 
zens to make it such, for the county 
lies all around and v ery close to 
ev ery home and neighb orhood, ev ery 
one’s home town and city and there­ 
fore ought to b e and can b ecome the 
framework, within which priv ate cit­ 
izens can b est work with pub lic offi­ 
cials, pub lic agencies can b est co­ 
operate with v olunteer organizations 
for the common welfare. 
“Nev er in all the history of their 
long relationship to pub li# agencies 
hav e the v olunteer organizations, in­ 
cluding the churches, b een more ab ­ 
solutely indispensab le than now. 
In 
promoting this co-opration we are 
humanizing gov ernment, 
idealizing 
polities, fraternizing the b u sin ess of 
pub lic affairs and b ringing religion 
to earth.”
